Mr. Rush C. Watkins, 
of Louisville, who was here a day or 
two this vntk has arranged for a 
meeting at E'kton to day to work up 
a "Davia Way" connecting with the 
"Lincoln Way" at Bowltog Green, 
running from Hopkinsville via the 
Jefferson Davis Home at Fair view. 

Such a route would pass through 
Warren, Login, Todd and Chria-ian 
counties, about 05 mites. 

Mr. Wstkins has asked the judges 
and magistrates and city oflifials of 
all interesud cities to attend the 
conference and put the work on foot 
and discuss the plans for improving 
thid highway, connecting the Davis 
Home at Fa rvic^v with th« Lincoln 
Home at Hidgenville. The plans 
even go further. Mr. Watkins says 
Clarksville should Join in and see 
that its roads are reconstructed from 
Clarksville, to Paris on to Browns 
ville Teiin., whe.-e ic would connect 
with the Memphis to Bristol road. 

A beautiful route from Louisville 
to Mtmphis and New OrkaiM could 
then be obtained.
